No. 16 /5 /64 - PR . – Panchayatj Raj, introduced first to 
Rajasthan and Andhra Pradesh in 1959 , is now under imple 
mentation in 10 States . In Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and West 
Bengal, necessary legislation has been enacted and arrange 
ments are under way for the establishment of the higher - tier 
institutions. The experience so far has underlined the signifi 
cance of the relationship between the method of elections to 
the Panchayati Raj bodies and their democratic functioning .
